Officer Explains 
Police Radar Car

Torranc* Police, Depart­ 
ment's radar unit makei it 
possible for the patrol to 
catch approximately 213 
speeding violators per month, 
Don Hartell, radar patrolman, 
stated recently.

He continued that although 
the units dispatched, one ra­ 
dar car and three motorcy­ 
cles, could probably write 
350 citations monthly if sent 
out on separate patrols, the 
violators cited with the radar 
«re the more serious and dif­ 
ficult to datch.

The radar unit is installed 
In the left rear side of the 
car trunk. It io connected 
to a graph which records all 
the movements within a zone 
behind the unit.

As the patrol car is parked 
on the, right side of the road 
the unit sends a cone-shaped 
beam on the right side be­ 
hind it. This beam stretches 
approximately 175 feet at an 
tnglo to cover all autos com­ 
ing from behind.

Autos Enter Beam 
. Whoa group of cars en­

ters this beam, tha radar 
picks up the car in tht lead 
and records its speed. The 
device can spot nly one ve­ 
hicle *t a time. The speed is 
recorded on a graph in the 
front of the car.

If the car in the lead is be­ 
ing passed or if it moves out 
of the zone, the graph records 
the speed of another auto 
coming, which is the closest 
to the unit.

"When a speeding auto is 
cited, I notify one of the cy­ 
clists ahead of me and lie 
stops the car which I desig­ 
nate," the policeman said

He continued that when 
the case goes to court the 
graphs are sent along with a 
record of the citation as proof 
of the speeding violation. 

U tit Times Flow
"Also, we have used this 

unit to time the rate of flow 
of traffic So we can recom­ 
mend a maximum speed," the 
officer stated. Lately the ra­ 
dar patrol has been studying 
the flow on Western Ave.

It is through this unit that

new speed zones have been 
set, he added. "We take in 
consideration the average 
speed, t h *» number of acci­ 
dents, and tht type of road 
in determining whether tht

Concluding, ht said, "It is 
the purpost of this unit to 
set the speed limits at the 
fastest possible rate. We want 
to be realistic; nov cars will 
be traveling at the fastest 
safe speed; we will not allow 
for any speed beyond this

7. during a 12-day voyage 
aboard, the liner "Constitu­ 
tion" en route from New 
York to CJivece. where Bacon 
was a teaching fellow during 
1058-50 under the Fulbright 
Educational Exchange Pro­ 
gram.

The article is entitled "At 
Home At Sea." and the illus­ 
trations show the members 
of the family on deck and in 
their staterooms, as they 
swim, play deck games, use 
the ship's inter-corn system, 
take a turn at the wheel, play 
the piano, make purchases at

the commissary, and ttudy In 
the ship's library, and lounge.

The text of the story de­ 
scribes Bacon as representa­ 
tive of the 2.000 Americans 
who teach or study each year 
at foreign universities under 
the Fulbright Program.

The Bacon family was 
chosen by a photographer for 
the United States Informa­ 
tion Agency on the first day 
of the voyage; and during the 
next 10 days several hundred 
pictures were taken, although 
the published article used 
only a fraction of the total 
number.

"Being camera subjects for 
all but two days of our first, 
long trip outside the United 
States made us feel conspic­ 
uous," Bacon commented, 
"but the photographer was a 
nice person, and we became 
good friends."
